Whereas fome of the 
parishes within the liberties of the city do extend 
themfelves beyond the liberties into the counties 
of Gloucefter and Somerfet, they are diftin- 
guifhed by the names of the out-parifhes* The 
inhabitants of the feveral out-parifhes being bu- 
ried within the liberties of the city, muft of con- 
fequence be brought into the city bill of mor- 
tality.
